The common method of renting 
land on a crop and live stock share 
basis is for the tenant to furnish all 
labor, the work horses and machin- 
ery, and ,half of. the feeding and 
breeding stock. The owner fur- 
nishes half the feed, pays half of 
the threshing bill and frequently 
half of the twine bill fand furnishes 
the seed. Fach party then gets 
half of the *crop sold, and half of 
the increase from live stock. 

If the owner furnishes the 
machinery andthe live stock in 
addition to the land, the tenant 
would likeiy furnish all the feed for 
horsesand cattle and pay all oper- 
ating expenses, real estate taxes and 
insurance on buildings. <A_ lease 
giving the tenant half of the grain 
produced with the owner furnish- 
ing the seed would Bea fair division. 
If the owner should prefer not to 
furnish the seed then the tenant 
should get two-thirds of the grain. 
In régard to cattle where the own- 


tenant furnishes feed and labor, the 
tenant should get two-thirds of the 
increase and two-thirds of the re- 
ceipts from dairy products, if any. 
—Nor’West Farmer.
